ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gaukel(6, 100,806). 

- In considering claims 1-18, the claimed subject matter that is met by Gaukel includes 

1) the claimed transmitter, central processing center are met by the wristband(20) and 
central control tracking station(40, column 12, lines 5 et seq).
